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INTRODUCTION 


To  my  children  and  theirs,  and  to  other  interested  mom- 
bors  of  the  Lords  family,  particularly  those  vdio  are  descend¬ 
ants  of  James  Lords  and  Ann  Elizabeth  Stewart  Lords,  I  address 
myself,  end  the  information  I  have  set  forth  in  the  pages  of 
this  little  volume. 

For  a  period  of  about  thirty  years,  I  have  been  seeking 
and  gathering  information  regarding  our  particular  branch  of 
the  Lords  family,  and  now  doom  it  a  pleasure  end  a  duty  to  sot 
it  up  in  this  form  and  pass  it  on  to  you*. 

The  Public  Libraries  that  I  have  visited  and  whoso  vol~ 
umos  I  have  consulted  contain  many  references  to  the  Lords 
family*  There  are  several  volumes  alroady  written  which  are 
given  over  ontiroly  to  the  Lords  family.  Many  other  volumes 
make  reference  to  it© 

You  may  bo  interested  in  reading  a  quotation  from  a  vol¬ 
ume  named,  '’Historic  Homos  of  the  Southwest  Mountains  of  Vir¬ 
ginia”  by  Edward  C.  Mead.  So,  I  givo  it  as  follows: 

"LEWIS  l  How  the  name  thrills  the  hoart  with  patriotic 
emotions l  'That  scones  of  valor  and  deeds  of  daring  does  it 
recall  as,  like  a  brilliant  picture,  it  speaks  of  the  heroes 
of  the  past l 

Next  to  that  of  Washington  there  is  no  namo  which  stands 
forth  more  prominently  upon  the  pa  go  of  Virginia  hi  story 
than  that  of  Lords.  Evon  from  the  first  settlement  of  the 
infant  colony  wo  havo  General  Robert  Lords,  who  landed  on 
the  shores  of  Virginia  in  1600;  thon  Colonel  John  Lords, 
of  His  Majesty’s  Council  after  whan  camo  Conoral  Andrew 
Lords,  the  bold  frontior  warrior  whoso  noble  statue  stands 
closo  to  that  of  Y/ashington  at  Richmond,  Virginia;  and  thon 
Robort  Lords,  the  intimate  friend  and  secretary  of  Wash¬ 
ington;  and  Colonel  Fielding  Lewis,  who  married  the  sister 
of  Washington;  and  Moriwothor  Lords,  the  explorer  of  the 
West;  and  many  of  the  name  who  have  graced  our  legislative 
halls  even  to  the  prosent  day,  all  attest  the  fact  that 
the  namo  is  the  symbol  for  all  that  is  noble,  bravo  and 
chivalrous • 

Gonoral  Robort  Lords,  the  first  of  the  family,  was  tho 
son  of  Sir  Edward  Lords  of  Beacon,  Wales  and  was  said  to 
bo  descended  from  tho  Duke  of  Dorset.  This  first  Robort 
Lewis  received  a  grant  frem  tho  Crown  for  thirty-throe 
thousand,  three  hundred  and  thirty-throe  and  one  third 
acros  of  land  in  Gloucester  County,  Virginia,  where  ho 


first  located  and  built  his  colobratod  mansion,  Warner  Hall, 
descriptions  of  which  sound  more  like  the  baronial  castles 
of  England  than  the  primitive  dwellings  of  the  colonists* 

It  is  here  that  he  lived  in  such  regal  stylo*  All  the  fur¬ 
nishings  of  the  houso  and  oven  luxuries  for  the  table  wore 
raftod  up  the  York  Rivor  from  across  the  Atlantic,  that  ho 
might  kcop  up  the  princely  living  as  of  the  landod  gentry 
in  the  mother  country* 

John  Lewis,  tho  eldest  son  of  Robert,  was  sent  to  England 
to  bo  educated,  and  while  there  marriod  Isabolla  Warner,  a 
great  heiress  and  sister  of  tho  famous  Speaker  War nor  of 
Virginia* 

This  son  John  (1st)  had  also  a  son  named  John  (2nd),  who 
married  Elizabeth,  tho  youngest  daughter  of  Speaker  Warner* 
Their  son,  John  (3rd) ,  marriod  Francos  Fielding,  and  in¬ 
herited  Warner  Hall,  \rith  all  its  silver  plate,  pictures 
and  j  owe  Is* 

John  (2nd)  and  Elizabeth  Warner  had  a  son,  Robert,  who 
married  Jane  Meriwether,  tho  daughter  of  Colonol  Nich¬ 
olas  Moriwothor,  who  obtained  his  largo  grant  in  Albe¬ 
marle  in  1730*  This  Robort,  who  was  a  colonel  in  tho  Rev¬ 
olutionary  war ,  after  his  marraigo  moved  and  settled  at 
Belvoir,  in  Albania rlo,  being  a  part  of  his  father-in-law's 
largo  estate,  Colonol  Robort  Lewis  had  a  son,  Nicholas, 
who  marriod  Mary  Walker,  tho  daughter  of  Dr*  Thomas  Walker, 
of  Castle  Hill;  they  liwcd  on  a  fine  plantation  near 
Charlottesville,  Virginia.,  ca.llcd  tho  Farm,  which  we  shall 
noto  hereafter*  Their  son,  Thomas  Walker  Lewis,  married 
Elizabeth  Meriwether,  sister  of  'Captain  Billy*  Moriwothor, 
of  Clover  Fields.  They  lived  at  Locust  Grove,  which  was  a 
part  of  the  Farm*  It  was  here  that  their  son,  Robort  W* 
Lowis,  was  born  in  1808*  This  Robort  (who  was  second 
cousin  of  Captain  Robort  Lowis,  Washington's  secretary) 
afterwards  become  the  owner  of  Castalia,  but  only  by  pur¬ 
chase  rat  lior  than  by  inheritance,  to  which  he  was  ontitlod 
through  his  mother,  who  was  tho  daughtor  of  Colonol  Nich¬ 
olas  Moriwothor  and  Marga.ret  Douglas  of  Clovor  Field  s." 

I  on  not  ono  who  worships  at  tho  shrine  of  ancestry  nor 
do  I  wish  to  cncourago  others  to  do  so<,  It  has  always  boon 
my  fooling  that  each  generation  should  bo  judged  by  its  own 
merits*  But  I  do  fool  it  is  helpful  to  any  person  to  know  and 
roalizo  that  ho  has  bohind  him  a  lino  of  forboars  who  ha.vo  had 
ability  and  used  it  for  tho  good  of  thoir  family,  thoir  neigh¬ 
bors  and  thoir  country*  It  soems  to  mo  that  it  would  tond  to 
mako  ono  fool  an  obligation  to  oxort  oneself  especially  in  tho 
fulfillment  of  one's  civic  duties  to  tho  extent  of  one's  abil¬ 
ity*

Chapter  I 

The  Early  Generations  of  the  Lewis  Family  in 


Virginia 

The  material  in  this  chapter  is  a  condensation  of  the 
material  found,  in  several  well  knovm  published  volumes  on 
the  Lewis  Family  of  Virginia*  ‘Where  other  works  differed,  the 
material  presented  in  the  volume  entitled  "Geneo'logies  of  the 
Lewis  and  Kindred  Families”,  edited  by  John  Mo  McAllister  and 
Laura  Boulton  Tandy,  was  taken  as  authentic a 

The  first  five  generations  of  the  Lewis  Family  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  are  given  in  this  chapter  for,  as  wo  shall  see,  the  suc¬ 
ceeding  generations  were  born  outside  the  state  of  Virginia, 

General  Robert  Lewis 

1 -A  ' 'General  Robert  Lewis,  the  first  Virginia  ancestor,  was 
a  native  of  Brecon,  Wales*  With  his  wife  he  sailed  from  Eng¬ 
land  for  America  April,  1635,  Bishop  Meade  speaks  of  him  as 
having  held  a  commission  in  the  British  Army,  His  standing 
in  England  may  bo  gauged  by  the  fact  that  ho  brought  to  Amer¬ 
ica  with  him  a  grant  from  tho  Crown  of  33*333  1/3  acres  of 
land.  This  land  was  located  in  what  is  now  Glocester  County, 
'Virginia. 

General  Robert  Lords  died  in  1645  and  left  two  sons, 
William  Lords  and  John  Lewis,  The  eldest  of  those  diod  with¬ 
out  issue* 


Tho  First  John  Lords 

2-B  John  Lewis  the  second  son  of  Gen.  Robert  Lords  was  born 
about  1G40.  Ho  was  probably  the  second  member  of  tho  Lords 
family  born  in  America.  Ho  married  Isabella  Warner,  daughter 
of  Capt.  Augustine  Warner,  Sr.,  and  built  Warner  Hall  on  tho 
Severn  River,  This  river  flows  into  Mob  Bay  near  tire  mouth 
of  tho  York  River. 

The  first  John  Lords  had  only  one  son  whoso  name  was 
also  John  Lords,  Ho  is  usually  designated  as  “Councilor"

Because  of  tho  intormarriago  of  those  families  with  tho 
second  and  third  generations  of  the  Lords  family,  it  seems

advisable  to,  at  this  time,  sot  forth  some  facts  about  them. 

Capt.  Augustine  Warner,  Sr.  came  to  America  at  sane  date 
between  1628  and  1642*  Tho  William  and  Mary  Quarterly  says 
ho  came  in  1628.  He  had  throe  children:  Isabelle,  who  bocamo 
tho  wife  of  the  First  John  Lewis;  Sarah  who  married  Lawrence 
Townloy  and  bocamo  ancestress  of  General  Robert  E.  Lee;  and 
Augustine,  Jr.  who  is  usually  designated  as  ’’Speaker  "  Aug¬ 
ustine  Warner.  He  served  as  Speaker  of  tho  Burgess  of  tho 
Virginia  assembly  in  1676. 

Nicholas  Martian  was  a  Frenchman  born  in  1591.  Ho  came 
to  America  in  1620  and  during  his  lifo  hold  several  offices 
in  tho  Colony.  Ho  had  three  daughters  -  Elizabeth,  Mary  and 
Sarah* 


George  Rondo,  a  youngor  son  of  English  nobility,  came 
to  Virginia  in  1637.  He  was  secretary  of  tho  Colony  in  1637, 
acting  Governor  in  1638-9,  later  a  member  of  tho  house  of 
Burgos S' and  a  member  of  tho  King's  Council  a 

Ho  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Nicholas  Martian. 

They  had  four  sons  aid  one  daughter.  The  daughter's  name 
was  Mildred. 

’’Speaker1’  Augustine  Warner,  Jr*  married  Mildred  Roado, 
daughter  of  George  Roado  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Martian* 
They  had  three  daughters  -  Mildred,  Elizabeth  and  Mary* 
Mildred  married  Lawrence  Washington  and  became  tho  Grand¬ 
mother  of  tho  first  president,  Gonoral  George  Washington* 
B'lizaboth  married  tho  second  John  Lewis  and  thus  we  soo 
that  all  the  descendants  of  this  union  arc  descendants  of 
General  Robert  Lewis,  Augustine  Warner,  Nicholas  Martian  and 
George  Roado  and  we  may  note  further  from  the  above  that  tho 
samo  strain  of  blood  that  f 1 ows  in  tho  descendants  of  John 
Lewis  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Warner,  also  flowed  in  tho 
veins  of  Gen*  George  Washington  and  Gon*  Robert  E.  Lee* 

The  Second  John  Lewis 

3 -A  The  second  John  Lewis  was  known  as  "Counselor”  John 
Lewis.  Ho  was  born  in  1669  and  died  in  179L5 ^  He  married 
his  first  cousin  Elizabeth  Warner,  daughter  of  "Speaker" 
Augustine  Warner,  Jr*  Though  there  are  aaid  to  have  boon 
fourteen  children  of  this  union,  the  history  of  only  throe 
of  thorn  ho.s  been  preserved.  Wo  designate  them  as:  4-A 
John  Lov/is,  born  1692;  4-B  Charles  Lewis,  later  known  as 
Charles  Lewis  of  tho  "Byrd",  born  1696;  and  4-C  Robert  Lov/is 
of  "Belvoir",  born  1704. 
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The  lines  of  descent  from  4 -A,  John  Lewis  and  4-B, 

Charles  Lewis  of  the  ,8Byrdu  are  all  well  traced  down  to  the 
year  1906  in  the  volume  !ILewis  and  Kindred  Families’1  by 
McAllister  and  Tandy  and  will  not  be  given  in  this  work  be¬ 
cause  we  are  following  the  line  that  produced  6-A,  James 
Lewis  and  his  descendants;  therefore,  we  follow  4-C,  Robert 
Lewis  • 

Robert  Lewis  of  Bel voir 

4~C  Robert  Lewis  of  Belvoir,  the  youngest  son  of  Councilor 
John  Lewis  was  born  at  Warner  Hall,  Gloucester  County,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  1704*  Ho  married  Jane  Morriwothor,  daughter  of 
Nicholas  Merriwothor  in  1725.  Sometime  prior  to  1742  he 
movod  to  Albemarle  County,  Virginia  and  established  Belvoir* 
Eleven  children  woro  born  to  Robert  Lewis  and  Jane  Morriwother. 
Of  the  five  sons  two  become  colonels  and  one  a  major  in  tho 
Revolutionary  v/ar.  Ono  son,  Robert,  who  movod  to  Granvillo 
County,  North  Carolina  was  a  membor  of  tho  convention  that 
framed  the  constitution  of  that  sto.to* 

Of  tho  six  daughtors  four  marriod  mon  who  boro  tho  name 
Lewis,  though  only  ono  was  a  relative. 

Sinco,  for  roasons  that  will  appoar  lator,  wo  are  par¬ 
ticularly  .intorostod  in  tho  descendants  of  Robert  Lewis  of 
Bolvoir  who  bore  tho  namo  Lewis,  I  will  list  tho  five  sons 
and  the  four  daughtors  who  marriod  mon  bearing  tho  namo  Louis.

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Chapter  II 


Tho  Pioneer  Generations  of  the  Lewis  Family 

As  tho  five  generations  briefly  montionod  in  the  foro- 
going  chapter  are  referred  to  as  tho  early  generations,  so 
the  next  throe  may  be  termed  the  pioncor  generations  be¬ 
cause  as  our  country  settled  up  reed  advanced  tho  boundary 
lines  of  our  civilization,  thoso  generations  kept  apo.co  rath 
the  vary  fore  front  until  they  reached  the  Golden  Gate  in  tho 
Golden  State* 

James  Loads  of  North  Carolina  and  Missouri* 

For  many  yoars  I  have  searched  for  tho  nemos  of  the  par¬ 
ents  of  James  Loyds,  my  groat-groat  grandfather*  Family  tra¬ 
dition  repeated  to  mo  by  older  members  of  tho  family  stated 
positively  that 

(a)  Ho  was  a  member  of  tho  Lords  family  of  Virginia. 

(b)  That  his  father  was  in  tho  Revolutionary  War* 

(c)  That  ho  was  a  first  cousin  to  Morrivrothor  Lewis 
of  tho  Lewis  and  Clark  Expedition. 

Recently  a  friond  sent  mo  the  following  quotation  from 
nLcwisanau  -  Tho  Lords  Lott  or,  Vol.  16,  Page  108. 

” James  Lords  was  a  grandson  of  Col.  Robort  Lcvds  of 
Bclvoir  and  an  orm  cousin  of  Morriwothcr  Lords.  Ho  wont  to 
Kentucky  with  Danial  Boone  whose  niece  ho  married.  They 
had  twelve  children.  Ho  died  oarly  in  tho  forties  in  Platte 
County,  Missouri.”  Then  follows  a.  corroct  list  of  tho 
children  of  James  Lewis. 

Assuming  that  James  Lords  was  a  first  cousin  to  Mor- 
riwothor  Lords  who  was  a  grandson  of  Robort  Lords  of  Bolvoir 
ho  could  have  boon  the  son  of  anyone  of  tho  five  sons  of 
Robort  Lewis  of  Bolvoir  except  tho  one  who  was  tho  father 
of  Morriwothcr  Lewis.  Or  ho  could  have  boon  tho  son  of  any 
one  of  tho  four  daughters  who  married  mon  bearing  tho  name 
Lords.  From  a  closo  study  of  tho  record,  I  have  concluded 
for  various  reasons  ho  was  not  tho  son  of  5-B,  Nicholas 
Lords,  bocauso  ho  had  a  s on  nomod  Nicholas  born  1767,  tho 
same  yao.r  in  which  Jamos  Lords  was  born; 

of  5-C,  Charlos  Lords  because  his  rocordod  vdll  mentions 
only  two  sons,  Howell  and  Charles;

Some  members  of  tho  family  boliovo  that  Jamos  Lewis  \nxs 
the  same  Jamos  Lewis  that  was  a.  son  and  oxocutor  of  the  vri.ll 
of  5-E,  Robert  Lewis  of  Granville  County >  N„  C®  But  I  do  not 
c.g rco.  Our  Jamos  Lords  was  born  September  6,  1767.  Lords’ 
vdll  was  probated  1783  and  his  son  Jamos  wc.s  a.n  executor.  Our 
James  was  only  sixto  m  years  old  art  that  time.  Furthermore, 
the  D.  A.  R.  Leniage  book,  Vol,  34,  F.  59  states  that  Jamos 
Lovds,  son  of  Robort  Lewis  of  Granville  County  married  Susannah 
Andorson  and  movod  south.  There  are  other  facts  that  a.lso 
cause  mo  to  doubt  that  our  Jamos  Lovds  was  the  seme  Jem  os  who 
was  a  son  of  5-E,  Robert  Lovds*  But  it  may  yet  be  proben  that 
ho  was • 

The  records  of  tho  children  of  throo  of  the  daughters  of 
Robert  Lords  of  Bolvoir,  5-G,  Ann,  5-R,  Mildred  and  5-1,  Sarah 
are  incomplete  and  it  may  labor  bo  found  that  James  was  tho  son 
of  ono  of  those* 

I  fool,  however,  that  sometime  wo  will  discover  that  Jamos 
Lords  was  a  son  of  5- A,  John  Lords  who  livod  in  Halifax  County, 
Virginia  and  of  whom  McAllister  and  Tandy  say  " Genealogists 
socm  to  have  lost  sight",  and  so  far  only  four  of  his  children 
have  boon  located* 

Let  us  as  sumo  that  Jamos  Lovds  was  not  a  grandson  of 
Robert  Lords  of  Bolvoir,  Ho  still  could  have  claimed  cousin- 
ship  with  Morriwethor  Lovds  though  several  times  removed  if  ho 
had  doscondod  from  ono  of  the  two  other  sons  of  Councilor  John 
Lovds,  namely  Charles  of  tho  "Byrd"  or  John  of  Liar  nor  Hall* 

Without  discussing  c.ll  of  tho  possibilities  ono  might 
think  of,  I  shall  point  out  tho  two  facts  (a)  Robort  Lords, 
youngost  son  of  Col*  Charles  Lewis  of  tho  "Byrd"  had  a  son 
named  Jamos  Lovds  bom  June  6,  1768,  No  further  mention  is 
mado  of  him.  Tho  birthday  of  our  Janos  Lords  is  said  to  bo 
September  6,  1767*  Those  datos  arc  vory  close  and  it  might 
develop  that  one  was  an  error  and  that  cur  Janos  Lewis  is  tho 
ono  mentioned  as  tho  son  of  Robort  Lords,  youngest  son  of  Col* 
Charles  Lovds  of  tho  "Byrd",  (b)  John  Lords  of  Warner  Hall 
had  a  son  named  Jolm  born  about  1729  who  has  boon  complotoly 
lost  sight  of*  Cur  Jamos  Lords  may  have  boon  a  descendant  of 
him* 

Somowhoro  in  tho  northwestern  part  of  North  Carolina, 

Janos  Lords  mot  curd  married  Ann  Elizabeth  Stewart  (or  Stuart)  » 
Jamos  Lords  and  his  wife  livod  in  Wilkes  County*  Ann  Elizabeth 
Stowart  was  tho  youngost  daughter  of  John  Stewart  and  his  vdfo, 
Hannah  Boone,  youngest  daughter  of  Squire  Boone  and  a  sister  of 
Daniel  Boone.  (Soe  note  at  end  of  chapter.) 
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At  .least  one  of  his  children,  the  oldest,  William,  horn 
a  year  after  the  marriage  of  James  Lewis  while  they  were  still 
in  Wilks  County,  died  on  a  farm  he  had  settled  on  in  Califor¬ 
nia  in  1853.  Thus  it  is  seen  that  this  child  crossed  the 
entire  continent  from  an  eastern  seaboard  state  to  a  western 
seaboard  state  before  the  days  of  transcontinental  railroads. 
It  might  be  we 11  to  remind  you  at  this  time  that  another  mem¬ 
ber  of  tho  Lewis  family  also  performed  this  feat©  I  refer  to 
Meriwether  Lewi s ,  of  tho  Lewis  and  Clark  expidition*  It  is 
well  to  refer  to  these  generations  as  the  pioneer  generations. 

I  now  give  several  quotations  from  'works  I  have  located 
and  read  in  my  search  for  tho  story  of  James  Lewis  and  his 
family.  These  paragraphs  have  aided  me  to  piece  together  the 
life  of  James  Lewis* 

The  first  quotation  was  sent  to  no  by  Mrs.  Elinor  Lewis 
Franklin  Cruco  of  Glenda lo,  California  in  1932  and  formed  the 
connecting  link  between  tho  James  Lewis  family  I  knew  and  the 
tho  Virginia  family  of  Lewis.  My  father  and  my  grandfathor 
and  other  mombors  of  the  family  had  always  told  me  that  wo 
wore  of -that  stock  but  none  could  toll  tho  exact  connection 
though  for  yoars  I  hadfolt  that  this  must  bo  tho  line* 

The  first  quotation  is  fresn  Vol*  16,  Pago  108  of 
“Lewis ianau  (Lewis  Lottors)  by  Harry  W*  Lords  of  Erie,  Pa* 

It  heads  as  follows* 

“James  Lords  was  a  grandson  of  Col.  Robert  Lords  of 
Belvoir  end  own  cousin  of  Meriwether  Lords*  Ho  wont  to  Ken¬ 
tucky  with  Daniel  Boone  whoso  niece  he  married*  They  had 
twelve  children.  Ho  diod  oarly  in  tho  forties  in  Platte 
County,  Missouri.'1 

Some  years  ago,  while  searching  through  tho  Public  Li¬ 
brary  at  Sedalia,  Missouri  for  information  concerning  tho  fam¬ 
ily,  I  corno  across  tho  following  bit  of  information  on  Page 
324,  Vol*  1,  Encyclopodiac  History  of  Missouri* 

n0n  land  southeast  of  Roohoport  (Boone  County  Missouri) 
generally  known  as  Torrapuis  Nock  lived  William,  Josso,  Daniol 
and  Jomos  Lords,  1817  -  1820.” 

Tho  first  throe  of  these  arc  respectively  tho  first, 
socond  and  seventh  children  of  tho  last. 

A  fow  years  ago  William  M.  Lords  of  Kansas  City,  now 
deceased,  gave  mo  a  little  volumo  that  was  published  in  1917 
on  tho  occasion  of  tho  hundrpth  annivorsary  of  tho  establish¬ 
ment  of  tho  oldost  Christian  Church  in  Missouri  known  as  the 
old  Ashland  Church.  This  volume  contained  copios  of  tho 
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church  clerk* s  record  of  members  taken  in  for  the  first  few 
years.  I  quote  the  list  for  the  year  1823  as  follows:

James  Lewis  and  Elizabeth  Lewis  who  signed  the  above 
record  are  husband  and  wifo.>  Joshua,  Stewart  and  Byrum  are 
respectively  the  fifth,  sixth  and  eighth  children  of  James 
and  Elizabeth.  I  therefore  assume  that  Catherine  was  the 
wife  of  one  of  the  sons  of  James  and  Elizabeth  as  she  is  not 
listed  anywhere  as  one  of  their  children. 

The  next  quotation  in  from  page  556  of  Paxtons  Annals 
of  Platte  County,  Missouri,  copies  of  which  are  to  be  found 
in  both  the  St*  Louis  and  Kansas  City  public  libraries. 

The  quotation  is  as  follows: 


"The  Levris  Family" 


"The  ancestor  was  James  Lewis,  born  in  North  Carolina, 
September  6th,  1767.  Married  Ann  Elizabeth  Stewart,  born 
February  25,  1770*  She  was  the  daughter  of  John  Stewart  who 
was  with  Daniel  Boone  on  his  first  expedition  to  Kentucky 
and  was  Killed  by  Indians.  Their  children  were :

James  removed  from  North  Carolina  to  Barren  County, 
Kentucky  where  his  younger  children  were  born." 

Between  the  yoars  1816  and  1825,  James  Lewis  and  his 
family  lived  in  Crawford  County,  Indiana,  St«  Charles, 

Boone,  and  Jackson  Counties,  Missouri,  It  is  supposed  that 
only  a  short  stay  was  mado  in  St*  Charles  County  and  prob¬ 
ably  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  with  Daniel  Boone  and  his 
family  who  wore  there  then.  They  were  in  Boone  County  as 


oarly  as  February  of  1820  as  my  grandfather,  Martin  T,  Lems, 
told  mo  that  ho  was  born  near  Columbia,  Missouri.  Ho  also 
told  me  that  his  father,  Josse  Lewis,  socond  son  of  James 
Lowis,  had  known  his  (great)  Undo  Daniel  Boone  well  and 
spoke  of  him  as  lhUncle  Dan*olu » 

Boone  died  in  1820.  This  lattor  statement  is  evidence 
that  the  family  stopped  in  St.  Charles  County  to  visit  with 
the  Boones • 

When  the  family  arrived  in  Jackson  County,  they  were  the 
fifth  white  family  to  become  residents.  They  settled  near 
Fort  Osago,  now  Sibley,  Missouri  in  Jackson  County. 

Thus  wo  have  traced  the  movements  of  James  Lewis  and  his 
family  from  the  ancestral  homo  in  a  county  in  North  Carolina 
that  borders  the  Old  Dominion  Stato  to  the  then  very  frontier 
of  our  country,  near  the  banks  of  the  Missouri  Rivor  in 
Platte  County,  Missouri.  Perhaps  those  -who  road  these  linos 
will  accuse  mo  of  giving  to  this  gonorati on  moro  spaco  than 
it  do  servos.  But  it  has  soomod  to  mo  that  someone  should 
tell  this  story  that  I  have  piecod  together  as  contain! y 
the  life  and  surroundings  of  this  generation  and  the  one 
succeeding  was  much  differed  than  the  five  generations  that 
pro-cooded  it  in  Amorioa* 

Sovoral  years  ago,  I  visitod  an  old  burying  ground  on 
tho  farm  of  Mr*  Elliot  noar  Platte  City,  Missouri®  X  was 
told  by  Mr*  James  Lowis,  a  great  grandson  of  6 -A,  James  Loyds, 
that  many  of  tho  older  Lowis*  woro  buriod  thoro  and  ho  bolioved 
that  both  .Jamos  Lowis  and  his  v/ifo,  Elizabeth  woro  buriod  in 
that  comctary*  Howovor,  most  of  tho  older  stones  woro  tum¬ 
bled  ovor  and  tho  inscriptions  woro  illegible.  At  that  timo 
a  now  highway  was  being  built  that  would  pass  by  or  very 
close  to  this  comctary0 


7~*B  Josse  Lowis 

7-B  Josse  Lords,  tho  socond  son  of  6«A,  Jamos  Lowis,  is 
taken  up  at  this  time  for  convenience*  Ho  was  born  April 
9th,  1790  in  Asho  County,  North  Carolina,,  Ho  diod  at  tho 
homo  of  William  Finloy  six  milos  south  of  At chins  on,  Kansas, 
Docombor  28,  1884® 

How  oasy  it  was  to  sot  down  then  o  two  datos  and  tho 
words  botwoon  thoml  Yot  tho  period  covered  was  just  six 
yoars  short  of  a  contury®  But  oven  that  statement  may  not; 
bring  to  your  mind  tho  picture  of  the  life  I  havo  glimpsed 
and  will  try  to  sketch  for  you* 
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First  lot  us  vision  his  childhood  in  a  cabin  in  tho  ex¬ 
treme  north-vest  county  of  North  Carolina,  Tho  Revolutionary 
War  had  endod  only  a  for;  years  boforo.  Washington  had  not 
yet  served  one  full  year  of  his  first  term  as  President  when 
Jesse  Lovris  was  born. 

There  in  that  little  backwoods  cabin  his  mother  must 
have  told  him  and  his  oldor  brother,  Willirm,  stories  of  her 
father,  Jamos  Stewart,  whom  she  had  novor  soon  as  she  was 
born  after  James  Stewart  went  with  Daniel  Boone  into  Ken¬ 
tucky  where  ho  lost  his  life.  His  grandmother,  Hannah 
Boono  Stov/art,  may  have  mado  hor  home  with  tho  family  or 
noarby.  She  could  have,  and  porhaps  did,  tell  stories  of  tho 
life  of  the  Boono  family  in  Pennsylvania  and  stories  of  the 
migration  of  the  family  through  Maryland  and  Virginia  into 
Ncr  th  Carolina.  Surely  he  hoard  from  both  of  those,  tho 
mother  and  grandmother,  stories  of  the  exploits  of  his  great 
undo,  Dnniol  Boono  already  well  known  as  a  hunter  and  fron¬ 
tiersman. 

His  father,  James  Lowis,  must  have  repeated  to  them  the 
stories  and  legends  of  tho  earlier  generations  of  the  Lowis 
family  in  Virginia®  Porhaps  he  know  of  and  told  of  tho 
glorios  of  Warner  Hall.  Certainly  he  know  and  told  of  his 
own  grandf athor * s  homo,  Bclvoir.  I  know  too  that  Josso 
Lewis  was  told  of  tho  connection  of  the  Lovris  family  with 
tho  Washington  family  for  those  logonds  wore  carried  down 
to  my  generation  and  told  me  when  I  was  a  child. 

Jesse  Lewis  married  Miranda  Sloan,  born  July  S3,  1796. 

She  died  September  25,  1853  and  is  buried  in  tho  Old  Ore¬ 
gon  Ccmotary  at  Oregon,  Missouri.  Sevoral  years  ago,  I 
found  the  grave.  Tho  stono  mis  tilted  over  and  I  had  it 
restored. 

I  have  not  established  tho  fact,  but  bocause  of  tho 
similarity  of  tho  family  name,  I  think  Miranda  Sloan,  the 
wife  of  Jossc  Lowis,  was  a  sister  to  Elvira  Sloan,  wife  of 
7 -A  William  Lovris,  and  daughter  of  Liout.  Archibald  Sloan 
of  Augusta  County,  Virginia.  Bosidos  tho  similarity  of  namos, 

I  havo  noted  that  tho  ninth  child  of  Miranda  Sloan  Lovris  was 
namod  ’’Elvira"  and  it  is  probablo  that  she  was  named  for  hor  aunt. 
Miranda  Lowis  also  named  her  fifth  child  Jamos  Guy.  It  is 
known  that  tho  family  name  of  tho  mother  of  Elvira  Sloan  ms 
Guy  before  she  married  Liout.  Archibald  Sloan.  Ilonco,  on 
account  of  tho  throo  coincidoncos,  I  havo  noted  in  namos, 

I  think  it  is  sofa  to  assume  that  Elvira  Sloan,  wife  of 
William  Lovris  and  Miranda  Sloan,  wife  of  Josso  Lovris,  were 
sisters.  This  may  bo  an  important  point  to  ostc.blish. 
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Some  years  ago  I  was  told  "by  some  momber  of  the  family 
that  the  family  of  Miranda  Sloan  objected  very  much  to  her 
marriage  to  Jesse  Lewis. 

At  some  date  before  September,  1812  the  family  moved  to 
Darren  County,  Kentucky  where  Jesse  Lewis  enlisted  as  a  pri¬ 
vate  in  Capt «  Yeakeys  company,  3rd  Regiment,  Kentucky  Militia, 
War  of  1812 «  Ho  served  from  September  1,  1812  until  December 
25th  that  same  year*  During  his  later  years  he  drew  a  pen¬ 
sion  of  eight  dollars  per  month  for  service  in  the  War  of 
1812 „  I  have  in  my  possession  his  original  Pension  Certif¬ 
icate. 

Miss  Myrtle  Hale  of  Kansas  City,  who  is  descended  from 
Josso  Lewis,  told  me  that  Jesse  Lewis  had  served  with  William 
Henry  Harrison  at  the  battle  of  Tippecanoe* 

Jesse  Lewis  and  family  accompanied  other  members  of  the 
James  Lewis  family  on  their  migration  to  Indiana,  St.  Charles 
County,  Boone  County  and  Jackson  County,  Missouri.  In  1837, 
he  moved- to  Platte  County,  Missouri.  Ho  was  the  first  Jus¬ 
tice  of  the  Peace  commissioned  aftor  Jackson  County  v/Cj  or¬ 
ganized.  Ho  served  as  foreman  of  tho  first  Grand  Jury  im- 
panolod  for  Platte  County* 

In  tho  year  1850,  Josso  Lewis  and  other  members  of  his 
family  moved  to  Holt  County,  Missouri  and  in  1854  ho  was 
oloctod  to  fill  the  office  of  County  Coroner  for  that  county. 


Ten  children  wore  born  to  Josso  Lems  and  his  wife, 
Miranda  Sloan  Lovds*

I  have  in  my  posossion  a  packet  of  letters  written  to 
him  by  various  descendants,  his  children  and  grandchildren. 
All  seemed  to  havo  a  groat  affoction  for  him  and  to  hold  him 
in  high  esteem*  In  this  packet  I  found  lettors  from  my  own 
grandfather,  8-d,  Martin  T.  Lewis  and  my  own  father,  9-b, 
Daniel  Pennington  Lewis,  II*  In  one  of  tho  lottors  written 
a  fov;  months  aftor  I  \ms  born,  my  father  mentioned  tho  re¬ 
cent  birth  of  a  son.  I  also  found  in  this  packot  of  lottors 
some  written  by  Josso  Lovds  himself.  Ho  wrote  a  vory  cloar 
hand*,  Another  interesting  documont  in  this  packot  was  a 
church  lottor  given  by  tho  oldors  of  the  Diciplcs  (Christian) 
Church  in  Platte  City,  Missouri,  August  3rd,  1848  cortifying 
that  ’’Brother  Jesse  Lewis "and  "Sister  Miranda  Lewis"  are 
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members  in  good  standing  and  recommending  them  to  any  church, 

Tho  pioneer  spirit  sooms  to  have  dominated  Jesse  Lovds 
as  it  also  did  most  of  the  children  of  James  Lovds*  Ho 
seems  to  have  quickly  gained  tho  respect  and  confidence  of 
each  community  in  which  ho  lived,,  If  he  could  have  contented 
himself  in  any  one  of  them,  ho  no  doubt  would  havo  attained 
wealth  and  position  as  tho  community  aged  and  dovolopod. 

But  over  within  him  seemed  to  bo  tho  urge  to  move  on  and 
always  bo  out  on  tho  forofront  of  civilization-  He  lived  dur¬ 
ing  a  period  when  our  growing  country  needed  that  typo  of 
man* 

8~d,  Martin  Tucker  Lovds 

8~d  Martin  Tucker  Lewis,  tho  fourth  child  of  Josse  Lewis 
and  his  wife,  Miranda  Sloan,  was  born  February  6,  18  20  and 
died  February,  1895,  He  told  mo,  when  I  was  attending 
school  at  Columbia,  Missouri,  that  he  was  born  about  two 
milos  from  that  town© 

Ho  lived  in  Jackson,  Platte  and  Holt  counties,  Missouri 
and  in  Cass  County,  Nebraska,  Ho  died  at  Maitland,  Missouri. 

In  tho  year  1849  ho  joined  the  gold  rush  and  wont  over¬ 
land  to  California*  Ho  returned  several  years  later  via  the 
Isthmus  of  Panama*  So  wo  may  wo 1 1  think  of  his  as  ono  of  tho 
pioneer  generations  of  the  Lewis  family* 

Martin  T*  Lewis  married  twice*  His  first  wife  was  Mary 
Ann  Thomas,  She  boro  two  children:  9-a  Sarah  Jane  and  9-b 
Daniel  Pennington,  II,  born  Doccmbor  6,  1847, 

His  second  marriago  was  to  Ann  Cotton*  Sho  boro  seven 
children  whoso  namos  are  as  follows,

I  know  and  loved  Martin  T.  Lewis,  Ho  was  a  kind  loving 
gentle  man.  During  tho  civil  war  ho  suffered  roversos  and 
lost  all  of  his  property.  Ho  was  a  farmer,  as  had  boon  all 
of  tho  other  gonorations  before  him*  Whilo  none  of  his 
children  became  possossod  of  richos,  they  all  lived  honorable 
lives ,

The  marriage  of  6-A,  James  Lewis  and  Elizabeth  Stewart 
was  a  union  of  two  widely  different  strains  of  blood*  John 
Stewart  was  in  all  senses  of  the  word  a  pioneer.  It  v/as  he 
who  persuaded  his  brother-in-law,  Daniel  Boone,  to  go  with 
him  to  Kentucky,  This  was  Boone's  first  trip  but  Stewart 
had  been  there  before,  Stewart  lost  his  life  on  this  trip. 
Boone  continued  the  life  of  a  pioneer,  later  going  to 
Missouri  and  settling  in  St.  Charles  County* 

Thus  we  see  that  6-A,  James  Lev/is,  selected  a  wife  dis¬ 
tinctly  of  the  pioneer  typo*  Ho  too  must  have  boon  somov/hat 
of  a  vontursome  spirit.  At  any  rate,  after  ho  left  his  an¬ 
cestral  homo  in  Granville  County,  North  Carolina,  ho  did  not 
stay  in  any  locality  any  groat  length  of  time*  His  face  was 
ovor  turned  toward  the  sotting  sun.  Though  he  was  born  close 
to  the  seaboard  in  North  Carolina  about  the  close  of  the 
last  war  the  colonies  engaged  in  with  the  Mother  Country 
against  Franco,  he  diod  in  Platte  County,  Missouri  which 
borders  on  tho  Missouri  River,  somotimo  between  tho  year  1040 
and  1050,  having  migrated  by  stages  with  stops  in  northwest¬ 
ern  North  Carolina,  Barren  County,  Kentucky,  Crawford  County, 
Indiana,  St.  Charles,  Boone  and  Jackson  Counties  in  Missouri, 
o.  distance  of  approximately  one  thousand  milesj,  At  that  time 
the  only  modes  of  travel  wore  horseback,  wagons  and  flat  boat

When  twenty  years  of  age,  Daniel  P.  Lewis  II  walked  from 
Plattsmouth,  Nebraska  to  Oregon,  Missouri,  a  distance  of  about 
one  hundred  miles  to  attend  a  term  of  school  of  eight  months# 
For  a  number  of  years  his  avocation  was  that  of  teaching 
school*  In  1885  Prosidont  Cleveland  appointed  him  Postmaster 
at  Maitland,  Holt  County,  Missouri#  In  1890  he  was  elected 
to  the  office  of  County  Recorder  of  Holt  County, 

He  died  at  the  home  of  his  son,  P*  Loyd  Lewis,  in  St* 
Louis,  September  6th,  1909c  His  remains  were  taken  to  Oregon 
Missouri  for  burial  in  tho  some  cemotary  in  which  was  buriod 
his  grandmother,  Miranda  Sloan  Lowis,  wif e  of  Josso  Lewis* 

Daniel  P*  Lewis  II  vras  a  kindly  Christian  man  who  lived 
for  his  family.

I  cannot  boast  of  any  great  accomplishments  nor  htvysj*  I 
received  any  high  honors,  but  those  I  have  received  have  been 
appreciated*  For  ton  years  I  was  a  member,  by  election  of 
tho  congregation,  of  tho  official  board  of  tho  Independence 
Boulevard  Christian  Church  of  Kansas  City  and  am  now  a  member 
of  tho  board  of  tho  Union  Avonue  Christian  Church  of  St*  Louis,

Jesse  Lewis*  Carpet  Bag  and  Packet  of  Letters

On  January  12th,  1928  I  visited  the  homestead  of  the 
Findley* s  in  Atchinson  County,  Elvira  Findley  was  the 
youngest  daughter  of  Jesse  Lewis*  She  married  William 
Findley,  Both  of  them  passed  on  some  years  before© 

I  found  here  four  delightful  people  -  John,  May,  Myrtle, 
and  Hazel  Findley*  The  first  three  were  children  of  William 
and  Elvira  Findley  and  the  last  a  grandchild. 


When  they  learned  that  I  was  gathering  information  con¬ 
cerning  our  ancestors  they  turned  over  to  me  the  carpet  bag 
carried  by  Jesse  Lewis  for  many  years  before  he  died*  This 
carpet  bag  I  have  in  my  possession  now*  It  contained  a 
packet  of  letters  and  interesting  personal  papers© 

The  lettors  wore  those  Jesse  Lewis  had  received  from 
his  children  and  grandchildren  during  his  later  yoars.  They 
bore  evidence  that  all  loved  him  and  held  him  in  high  esteem. 
I  found  in  this  packot  letters  from  my  father  to  his  grand¬ 
father  -  some  '■written  before  I  was  born  and  others  shortly 
thereafter*  I  also  found  letters  from  my  grandfather  to  his 
father;  also  a  letter  that  Josso  Lewis  himself  had  written 
and  signed  but  for  some  reason  did  not  mail*  Thus  you  see 
this  packet  contained  samples  of  the  handwriting  of  three 
generations  before  me* 

The  phraseology  used  by  Jesse  Lewis  in  his  letters  is 
interesting*  I  quote  an  excerpt  as  follows: 

’’But  the  grape  crop  is  fine  and  the  wheat  crop  is 
noble*  The  corn  is  very  promising,  I  want  to  see 
little  Jesse  and  all  of  the  rest  of  the  children 
vory  much*  I  am  as  well  as  common*  I  want  you  to 
write  soon  and  lot  me  know  all  the  particulars  that 
come  under  your  notice. 

”1  must  quit  writing  by  subscribing  my  name 

Jesse  Lewis”

Among  the  personal  papers  was  the  pension  certificate, 
issued  October  4th,  1871,  stating  that  Jesse  Lewis,  Into  pri¬ 
vate  in  Capto  Ho  Teakey 1 s  Company  of  Kentucky  Militia,  had 
been  inscribed  on  the  pension  roll  and  would  receive  a  pen¬ 
sion  of  oight  dollars  per  month* 

Another  paper  v/as  a  document  issued  by  Daniel  P„  Lewi s 
(brother  of  Jesse  Lewis)  clerk  of  the  Platte  County,  Missouri 
Court,  naming  Jesse  Lewis  administrator  of  the  estate  of 
Byram  Lewis  (a  son  of  Jesse  Lewis)  dated  September  15,  1847 » 

I  found  a  church  letter  issued  by  R.  W»  Gordon,  Elder 
of  the  Christian  Church  at  Platte  City,  and  datod  August  3, 
1848,  addressed  to  the  Diciplos  of  Christ  and  stating  that 
Jesse  Lewis  and  Miranda  Lords  wore  recommended  by  the  Platte 
City  church. 


A  Nov/s papor  Story 

Miss 'Myrtle  Halo  of  Kansas  City,  a  great  grand -daughter 
of  Jesse  Lords  has  for  many  years  been  on  the  editorial 
staff  of  the  Kansas  City  Star  -  Times.  In  the  edition  of 
the  Kansas  City  Star  of  Juno  4th,  1911,  there  appear1  od  a 
well  written  articlo  over  the  initials  -  M«  H.  -  and  having 
the  following  subject  -  "Its  a  Changod  Jackson  County. 11 

Tho  first  few  paragraphs  describe  the  early  boundaries 
of  Jackson  County}  its  organization  as  a  county;  its  divi¬ 
sion  into  throe  townships  on  May  22,  1827.  I  quote  verbatim 
tho  remaining  paragraphs  as  being  of  particular  interest  to 
various  mombors  of  the  Lewis  family  as  follows; 

"On  that  same  day  (May  22,  1827)  tho  county  court  es¬ 
tablished  tho  t ownslu :ps ,  it  recommended  to  the  governor  for 
appointment  as  justices  of  the  peace  Jesse  Lewis  and  William 
J.  Baugh  for  Fort  Osage  Township;  William  Yates,  Lewis  Jonos, 
Jam  os  Chambers  -and  William  Silvers  for  Blue;  Samuol  Johnson 
and  Andrew  P.  Patterson  for  Knw  township.  The  governor 
appointed  them.  Early  records  of  tho  county  show  that  the 
most  flourishing  business  of  tho  justices  of  tho  peace  was 
officiating  at  marriages.  Because  of  his  work  in  joining  the 
hearts  and  hands  of  tho  youthful  immigrant  that  poured  into 
tho  country,  Jesse  Lewis  acquired  tho  title  of  utho  Marrying 
Justice."  He  was  born  in  Asho  County,  North  Carolina,  April 
9,  1790,  tho  second  of  thirtoon  children.  His  father  was 
James  Lowis,  -who  was  born  in  North  Carolina,  September  6, 

1767,  and  his  mother  was  Elizabeth  Stuart,  born  February  25, 
1770 e  She  was  a  daughter  of  John  Stuart,  who  accompanied 
Boone  on  his  first  expedition  into  Kentucky  and  was  killed 
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by  Indians,  Jesse  Lewis  served  under  Harrison  in  the  War 
of  1812  and  was  at  Tippecanoe*  He  eloped  with  Mirandy  Sloan 
the  daughter  of  a  rich  slaveholder  who  did  not  forgive  her 
marriage*  She  died  in  Oregon,  Holt  County,  Missouri,  in 
1853  *  Eight  sons  and  two  daughters  were  born  to  them* 

"The  Lewis  family  removed  from  the  Yadkin  River  country 
to  Barren  County,  Kentucky,  where  Jessed  younger  brothers 
were  born.  In  1818  they  went  to  Crawford  County,  Indiana,  and 
in  1820  came  to  Boone  County,  Missouri,  and  settled  near 
Columbia.  The  advance  guard  of  the  little  caravan  made  the 
trip  with  pack  mules*  In  1822  they  came  to  Fort  Osage  and 
were  the  fifth  white  family  to  arrive  in  Jackson  County. 

Their  four  neighbors  were  the  McClellan,  Hambright,  Sibley 
and  Aytchman  families.  In  after  years  Jesse1 s  brothers 
scattered  through  Western  Missouri  and  some  went  Vilest  to  the 
Pacific  Coast*  One  James  Lewis  the  second  was  the  first  min¬ 
ister  of  the  Christian  Church  in  Sacramento  City,  Cal,  He 
&nd  his  wife  made  five  overland  trips  to  California  and  re¬ 
turn  in  a  prairie  schooner,  so  greatly  did  they  enjoy  the 
vicissitudes  which  beset  the  forty-niners* 

The  First  Courthouse 

"Another  brother,  Daniel  P.,  obtained  the  contract  for 
building  tho  first  courthouse  in  Jackson  County*  He  began 
it  in  September,  1827,  and  finished  it  tho  following  Febru¬ 
ary,  The  building  which  is  117  East  Lexington  Street,  In¬ 
dependence,  is  no w  occupied  as  a  residence*  It  is  built  of 
hewed  logs  and  is  weather  boardoda 

Laid  the  First  Brick  Here. 

"Isaac  T*  Lewis,  another  brother,  whoso  daughter,  Mrs. 
Alico  Dysart,  now  lives  at  1910  East  Eleventh  Street,  was 
proud  of  his  distinction  of  being  the  man  who  laid  the  first 
brick  in  Kansas  City*  When  James  H.  McGee,  grandfather  of 
the  present  day  McGees,  built  tho  first  brick  house  in  Kansas 
City  in  1834,  Isaac  had  charge  of  tho  bricklaying*  That  same 
summer  Father  Benedict  Roux  came  to  Kansas  City,  tho  Catholics 
raised  $300  and  gave  tho  money  to  James  H.  McGee  to  build  tho 
famous  log  cabin  and  log  parsonage  at  the  corner  of  Penn  and 
Eleventh  Street*  Isaac  built  tho  chimneys,  the  bricks  for 
which  were  obtained  from  tho  same  kiln  of  brick  of  which 
McGeo!s  house  was  built.  A  portion  of  tho  log  church  was 
still  standing  whon  the  corner  stone  of  tho  Cathedral  was  laid. 
May  14,  1882,  but  it  was  fast  falling  to  pieces  and  was  torn 
down  a  year  or  two  after  by  tho  late  T*  B.  Bullonc,  who  bought 
the  property©  Father  Donnelly  took  up  his  abode  there  on  his 
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arrival  in  Kansas  City  in  1855,  having  been  transferred  from 
Independence,  to  which  place  ho  came  in  1845 « 

nAt  one  time  Isaac  owned  an  80 -acre  farm  bounded  on  the 
north  by  Independence  Avonuo,  on  the  oast  by  Lydia,  on  the  south 
by  Twelfth  and  on  the  west  by  Troost  Avonuo,,  Bo  coning  disgust¬ 
ed  with  its  hills  and  ravines  ho  sold  it  in  1842  for  $640  and 
joinod  his  paronts  in  Platto  County*  He  went  to  Oklahoma  in 
his  old  age  and  diod  at  Coyle,  Ok.,  Novombor  23,  1902.  Ho 
was  92  yoars  old* 

HPlatto  Purchase  was  opened  to  settlors  in  183V.  The 
Lewis  family  could  not  rosist  the  impulso  to  again  try  fortune 
in  a  now  country,  and  Jesse,  his  father,  James,  and  his  brother, 
Daniel  P.,  and  their  families  crossed  the  Missouri  Rivor  and 
settled  in  Platte  County*  Josso,  having  acquired  a.  taste  for 
public  lifo  as  a  justice  of  tho  peace  in  Jackson  County,  be¬ 
came  f oroman  of  tho  first  grand  jury  March  25,  1839*  Daniel 
P*  forsook  tho  building  trado  a.nd  took  the  record  of  office- 
holding  in  Platto  County  by  rounding  out  thirty-two  yoars  as 
Bounty  judgo,  circuit  clerk  and  county  clerk*  Ho  diod  in 
Platte  County  October  1,  1873. 

uByron,  Sloan  and  William  Lewis,  throe  sons  of  Jesse 
Lewis*  servod  in  the  Mexican  War  under  Col*  Sterling  Price  and 
Ids  father,  Jomos,  lived  until  the  boginning  of  the  Civil  War* 
Like  Daniel  Boono,  Jesso  loved  a  pioneer  country  and  Platto 
soon  became  too  thickly  pooplod  for  his  ploasuro*  Though  a 
prosperous  landowner  and  more  than  60  years  old,  he  moved  up 
to  Holt  County  and  for  several  yoars  was  interested,  with  others, 
in  running  a  ferry  across  the  Missouri  River  at  White  Cloud. 

One  of  his  granddaughters  remembers  that  he  told  her  that  tho 
first  me  /tings  of  tho  Christian  Church  in  Jackson  County  woro 
hold  at  his  homo  in  Fort  Osage  before  tho  church  was  organized 
in  Independence  and  that  tho  Rev.  Augustus  H.  F*  Payne,  a 
celebrated  Campbollitc  evangelist  of  tho  early  days,  often  come 
over  from  Clay  County  and  preached. 

MJcsso  Lords  died  in  1884  at  tho  home  of  his  daughter, 

Mrs.  William  Findley,  six  milos  south  of  Atchinson  County, 

Kansas.  Ho  lived  to  a  ripe  old  ago,  but  none  of  his  sons 
survive.  Among  his  grandchildren  are  members  of  tho  Lewis 
and  Blakeley  families  of  Platte  County*  tho  Findleys  of 
Atchinson  County,  Kansas;  A*  A*  Blo.kloy,  for  several  years 
president  of  tho  Donvor  Liyo  Stock  Exchange;  Mrs*  John  E. 

Halo  and  William  M.  Lords,  both  of  Kansas  City." 
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John  Stewart  and  Daniel  Boone 


A  few  years  ago  while  browsing  in  a  second  hand  book 
store,  I  picked  up  and  purchased  an  old  volume  written  by 
Mann  Butler  and  published  in  1834,  just  one  hundred  years 
ago.  The  title  of  the  volume  is  ”A  History  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Kentucky0,  In  this  book  I  found  some  paragraphs 
referring  to  the  expedition  into  Kentucky  made  by  John 
Stewart,  father  of  Elizabeth  Stewart  Lewis,  John  Finley  and 
Daniel  Boone,  I  quote  them  as  follows: 

’’John  Finley,  of  North  Carolina,  and  his  companions, 
are  said  by  Daniel  Boone,  to  have  visited  the  country,  in 
1767,  without  however  leaving,  it  is  believed,  a  trace  of 
their  expedition  beyond  their  names;  now  so  briefly,  but  un¬ 
avoidably  recorded.  Two  years  after  the  return  of  Finley, 
Daniel  Boone  tells  us  in  his  meagre  Narrative,  that  1  on  the 
first  of  May,  1769,  he  left  his  peaceable  habitation  on  the 
Yadkin  River,  in  North  Carolina1,  in  quest  of  the  country  of 
Kentucky,  in  company  with  John  Finley,  John  Stewart  and  three 
others*  To  a  philosophic  observer  in  the  ancient  and  ripened 
States  of  society,  could  any  thing  appear  more  forlorn  and 
quixotic,  than  thus  to  abandon  peaceable  habitations  in  the 
very  spring  and  seed  time  of  the  year;  to  go  in  quest  of  a 
distant  and  unknown  country,  infested  with  wild  beasts  and 
enemies  nrt  loss  savage;  a  region  beset  with  every  variety  of 
difficulty  and  hardship!  Yet  while  those  difficulties  doter 
the  quiet  and  industrious,  they  only  3tir  the  blood  and 
string  the  nerves  of  the  enterprising  and  the  restless*  Both 
characters  have  their  appropriate  periods  and  sphere  of  social 
utility. 

”Our  daring  explorer  continues;  ’we  proceeded  success¬ 
fully,  and  after  a  long  and  fatiguing  journey,  through  a 
mountainous  wilderness  in  a  western  direction,  on  the  7th 
day  of  June  fol lowing,  we  found  ourselves  on  Red  River  the 
northernmost  branoh  of  the  Kentucky  river;  where  John  Finley 
had  formerly  been  trading  with  the  Indians,  and  from  the  top 
of  an  ominenco,  we  saw  with  pleasure,  the  beautiful  level  of 
Kentucky.’  Let  us  attend  to  the  first  recorded  impressions, 
which,  this  new  country  made  upon  its  hardy  and  fearless  ex¬ 
plorers;  ’wo  found *  says  the  narrative  ’every  whore  abundance 
of  wild  boasts  of  all  sorts  through  this  vast  forest® ’  The 
buffaloes  (or  the  bison  of  the  naturalist)  v/ere  more  frequent 
than  I  have  seen,  says  Boone,  cattle  in  the  settlements, 
browzing  on  tho  leaves,  or  cropping  the  herbage  on  those  ex¬ 
tensive  plains’  Tho  party  continued  ’hunting  with  great  suc¬ 
cess  until  tho  22d  of  Doccmbor  f ollowing’ «  Soon  after  this, 
John  Stewart  was  killed,  tho  first  victim,  as  far  asis  known 
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in  tho  hecatombs  of  white  men,  offorod  by  tho  Indians  to  tho 
god  of  battles,  in  their  desperate  and  ruthless  contention  for 
Kentucky*  Our  author  or  pamphletoer  then  says,  that  ho  and  his 
brothor  Squire  Boone,  vd 10  had  reached  the  country  some  time  be¬ 
fore  in  pursuit  of  his  roving  rclativo,  continued  during  tho 
wintor  undisturbod,  until  tho  first  of  May;  when  tho  former  re¬ 
turned  to  tho  settlements,  as  tho  more  densoly  inhabited  parts 
of  tho  country  woro  called.’11 

On  pago  83  of  tho  volume  entitled  ’‘Tho  Boone  Family”  by 
Hazel  A*  Sprakcr,  I  found  the  following  paragraphs  referring 
to  John  Stewart: 

”ln  1766  John  Stowart  was  one  of  a  party  of  four  who  made 
a  trip  wostward,  crossing  tho  Appalachian  Mountains  by  some 
route  which  remains  unknown  and  reached  tho  Mississippi  Rivor. 

“About  March  1st,  1769  a  conforonce  was  hold  in  Salisbury 
North  Carolina  to  deviso  ways  and  means  for  making  an  oxpidi~> 
tion  into  Kentucky  and  it  is  boliovod  that  Stewart,  John  Finley, 
and  Daniol  Boono  were  pro  sent •  ” 

Hannah  Boono  Stov/art  -  Ponnington 

On  page  83  of  “Tho  Boono  Family”  by  Hazel  A*  Sprakor,  tho 
following  information  is  givont 

“Hannah  Boono  (Squire^  George^)  was  born  August,  1746* 

She  diod  1828.  Sho  was  mnrriod  (l)  John  Stowart  who  diod  1769 
or  1770  (2)  Richard  Ponnington.  Sho  was  born  in  Exeter  Town¬ 
ship,  Berks  County,  Pa.  At  the  time  her  parents  romovod  to 
tho  Yadkin  district  of  North  Carolina  sho  was  a  vory  small 
child.  Iioro  sho  grow  up  and  marriod  John  Stov/art." 

It  is  certain  that  Hannah  Boone  had  throe  children  by  hor 
first  husband,  John  Stewart  and  it  is  thought  that  there  wero 
four.  Tho  namos  of  those  that  are  known  are  William  Boono 
Stowart,  Sarah  Stov/art  who  marriod  John  Osborne  and  Ann  Eliz¬ 
abeth  Stewart  who  marriod  James  Lowis  » 

After  tho  doath  of  John  Stewart,  Hannah  Boono  Stewart 
marriod  Richard  Pennington  and  bore  him  four  children,  Joshua 
Ponnington,  Daniol  Ponnington,  Abogail  Ponnington  and  John 
Stov/art  Ponnington. 

It  may  bo  noted  horo  that  Ann  Elizaboth  Stowart,  who 
married  James  Lowis,  named  ono  of  her  sons  for  her  half  brothor, 
Daniol  Ponnington* 

Hannah  Boone  died  in  Monroe  County,  Kentucky 
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Morriv/othor  Lov/is 


I  ha vo  often  boon  aslcod  by  other  members  of  tho  family 
tho  relationship  of  tho  subject  of  this  paragraph  to  our  lino 
It  is  as  follows  i  -  Morriwethor  L  ovri  s  and  6-A,  James  Lov/is, 
v/oro  both  grandsons  of  Robert  Lov/is  of  Bolvoir  but  v/oro  not 
brothers.  Therefore,  they  v/oro  first  cousins. 

General  Fiolding  Lewis 

Tho  subject  of  this  sketch,  though  not  so  well  known  to 
this  generation  as  Morriv/othor  Lov/is,  is  another  notablo  char 
actor  of  American  history.  Ho  was  a  General  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  army. 

It  will  bo  recalled  that  "Councolor1*  John  Lov/is  had 
several  sons.  Tho  cldost  was  John  Lov/is.  Fiolding  Lewis 
was  tho  son  of  this  John  Lov/is  and  honco  a  nophov/  of  Robert 
Lov/is  of  Bolvoirs  a  first  cousin  to  all  of  his  children  and 
a  cousin  twice  removed  to  6-A,  James  Lov/is. 

Fiolding  Lewis  was  married  twice.  His  first  wife  was 
Kate  Washington  who  was  a  cousin  to  Gen.  Goorge  Washington. 
His  socond  wife  was  Betty  Washington,  a  sister  of  Gen.  George 
Vfashingt on.  Ono  of  Fielding  Lewis’  sons  was  tho  favorite 
nophov/  of  Goorge  Washington  and  another  son,  Robert  Lov/is, 
was  Washington’s  secrotary, 

Gcn«  Fiolding  Lewis’  homo  was  ’’Konmoro'1,  located  at 
Fred ricks  burgh,  Virginia.  I  have  visited  it.  It  is  well 
proservad  and  noarby  is  tho  monument  to  Mary  Washington,  tho 
mother  of  Goorgo  Washington. 

Whon  you  visit  Mt.  Vor non  you  will  find  the  well  marked 
gravo  of  several  of  tho  children  of  Fiolding  Lov/is  near  tho 
tomb  of  Goorgo  Washington. 

Sloan  -  Guy 

Coincidences  in  names  suggost  relationships,  especially 
v/hon  supported  by  logond. 

Wo  do  not  know  anything  about  tho  antocodonts  or  lino  of 
ancestry  of  Miranda  Sloan  who  boccuno  tho  wife  of  Josso  Lov/is. 

Mrs®  Adolia  Halo  who  is  a  first  cousin  to  my  fathor, 
Daniol  P.  Lov/is,  also  tho  mother  of  Miss  Myrtle  Hale,  told 
mo  that  hor  grandfather,  Josso  Lewis,  had  told  hor  tint  his 
wife  was  tho  daughter  of  a  v/oalthy  planter  who  di sinheritod

Tho  coindoncos  in  names  v/hich  I  have  observed  and  will 
mention  below  soom  to  support  my  boliof , 

(1)  Tho  first  and  socond  sons  of  James  Lowis,  William  Lewis, 
born  1787  and  Josso  Lowis,  born  1790,  rospoctively  married 
Elvira  Sloan  and  Miranda  Sloan, 

It  is  a  known  and  accoptod  fact  that  Elvira  Sloan  was 
tho  de.ughtor  of  Lt.  Archibald  Sloan  of  Augusta  County,  Vir- 
ginia  and  that  hor  mother's  maiden  nano  was  Rebecca  Guy # 

(2)  Both  Elvira  Sloan  Lowis  and  Miranda  Sloan  Lowis  used 
tho  name  Guy  in  naming  sons  that  is,  Elvira  named  hor  eighth 
child  Alfred  Guy  Lov/is  whilo  Mirnada  named  hor  fifth  son  Jamos 
Guy.

Tho  naming  of  daughters  for  oach  other  would  indicate 
relationship  other  than  that  of  sister-in-law#  But  for  the 
fact  that  each  used  the  namo  Guy  in  naming  sons  our  conclusion 
would  bo  that  they  wore  either  sisters  or  cousins-.  However, 
the  use  of  tho  family  name  of  Guy  in  naming  sons  indicates  that 
both  wore  daughters  of  Rebecca  Guy  Sloan* 

Therefore  in  tho  absonco  of  and  evidence  to  tho  contrary, 
except  that  Miranda  is  not  mentioned  as  a  daughter  of  'Lt. 
Archibald  Sloan,  which  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
sho  was  disowned,  it  is  reasonably  cortain  that  Elvira  and 
Mirnada  Sloan  wore  sisters# 

Tho  North  Carolina  Census  report  of  1790  shows  only  one 
Archibald  Sloan.  Ho  is  given  as  a  resident  of  Iredell  County 
and  the  reports  show  that  he  hod  two  fomalo  children#
